P ersonally, with a boy playing 
seventh grade ball on Tuesday, an­ 
other boy playing v arsity ball on F r i­ 
day and college ball on Saturday, we 
suspect that it won’t m a k e ju st a 
g re a t deal of difference to us w hether 
the pros play or not.

Probably the most contro­ 
versial of the sewen amend­ 
ments will be No. 2. which 
would enable the legislature 
to pass a local option mixed 
beverage law. 
The seven proposed amend­ 
m ents include — 
No. i __ Amending Article 
V, Section 1-a, of the Texas 
Constitution, relating to re­ 
moval, retirem ent or censure of 
justices, judges, and justices 
of the peace under prescribed 
circumstances. 
No. 2 — Amending Article 
XVI, Section 20, Subsection 
(a), to authorize the legis­ 
lature to enact a mixed bev­ 
erage law regulating the sale 
of mixed alcoholic beverages 
on a local option basis.

No. 3 — Authorizing the 
legislature to provide by law

F O R T Y - F I V E 
(August 7, 1925) 
Y E A R S A G O 


Last week the Herald mention­ 
ed that a large skating rink was be­ 
ing started by B. S. Ferguson. This 
structure was being rushed to com ­ 
pletion when about the end of th e 
week the city authorities held up fur­ 
ther work because the character of 
structure did not c o m p l y with the 
city fire ordinances. Since then there 
has been considerable p a r l e y i n g 
over t h i s matter and a city c o u r t 
proceeding. We are informed that a 
fire and costs has been accepted by 
Mr, Ferguson and that the main fea­ 
tures of the skating rink structure 
will be made to comply with the let­ 
ter of the city fire ordinance. Infact 
Mr. Ferguson has changed the whole 
wall plans and has already exca­ 
vated and poured the concrete for the 
foundation for a brick and concrete 
building which will extend to the main 
street to become a substantial busi­ 
ness house, while the rink floor will 
be covered with a s t a n d a r d floor 
when finally finished. 
The supports for the roof will 
be iron set in concrete and the en­ 
tire roof will be tied onto the front 
wall. 
Before the stopping of the work 
by the city, a canvas cover had been 
made to protect the floor, which is 
of maple. Probably there will be a 
compromise to allow the canvas to 
stay over the floor to protect it tem­ 
porarily till the better roof is built. 
These are the facts as far as 
can be ascertained.

This is on the Hood Ranch, 
nine miles northeast of Hamlin. 
This famous l a k e of pretty 
deep water has been ’’taken in" by 
the owners, W. T. and M. W. Hood 
and will hereafter be under their 
supervision. They have built some 
bathing facilities out there, such as 
dressing rooms springboards and 
a high diving scaffold M essrs. Hood 
have decided for the rest of the sea­ 
son, that Saturday and Sunday nights 
and Wednesdays will be enough time 
for receiving visitors, and on all 
days other than these, the pasture 
will be closed. A small fee of 25£ 
will be charged for the privilege of 
enjoying this water. They will likely 
make b i g g e r and more improve­ 
ments another year.

Tips On (are of Trees and Shrubs 


During Dry Weather Offered 


Signs of moisture stress on 
trees and shrubs are 
most 
evident in a wilted condition 
of the leaves, Mrs. Mary Y. 
Newberry, Jones County Home 
Demonstration 
Agent 
has 
noted. 
“If a slight wilt on leaves 
during the afternoon recov­ 
ers 
before 
sundown, 
the 
stress is not severe,” 
Mrs. 
Newberry 
said. 
“However, 
should the leaves remain limp 
in the early evening, the tree 
should be given a deep soak­ 
ing of water.” 
If the tree is planted in 
sandy soil, it should receive 
deep soakings every five to 
six days, however, if the tree 
base is in 
heavy, clay-like 
soil, watering should be spaced 
to 
every seven to IO days, 
she said. Heavy soils will take 
water more slowly but hold 
it longer, whereas sandy soils 
soak up w ater rapidly 
but 
also lose it faster 
because 
they are more porous, she ex­ 
plained. 
“The type of soil in which 
the tree or shrub is planted 
is a deciding factor in deter­ 
mining just how much water 
is adequate,” Mrs. Newberry 
said. 
A plant growing in sandy 
soil will also need a larger 
volume 
of 
water 
because 
much of it will be lost through 
evaporation, Mrs. Newberry 
said, adding that watering in 
the morning will accomplish 
two desirable effects. 
“First, 
water is allowed 
time to soak into the ground 
before the midday sun evapor­ 
ates much of it,” Mrs. New­ 
berry said. 
“Second, there 
will be less chance of mildew, 
fungi, and root rot.” 
“The plant will store up 
the water so you can water 
less frequently or decrease the 
soaking time a little and this 
will help to reduce the water 
bill.” 
A mulch of lawn clippings, 
manure or other organic ma­ 
terials 
will keep the soil 
moist longer, Mrs. Newberry 
said. 
A mulch of barnyard 
manure should be used only 
if the tree or shrub is not 
planted in the lawn, she add­ 
ed. 
In watering a tree, Mrs. 
Newberry advises that the 
watering area be larger than 
the 
circumference 
of 
the 


branches. Only then will the 
feeding roots of the tree be 
in moist soil. 
“The fallacious notion that 
the main woody roots that 
sometimes protude at the tree 
base are the organs through 
which water is absorbed, in­ 
fluences home gardeners to 
water just under the trunk 
of the tree,” Mrs. Newberry 
explained. 
"It is the small 
feeder roo|ts which spread 
about the same area at the 
above-ground portion of the 
tree that enable the plant to 
drink.” 
A basis of three to four 
feet in diameter around the 
base of a small tree may be 
sufficient, 
but larger trees 
may need a water sprinkler 
to cover the adequate area, 
the 
Home 
Demonstration 
Agent said.
